Russians and Socialism 



Communism and Socialism Topic 
Of Caron Speech to L.P.P. Club 




DR. A. J. I1ESCHEL 
. . . Author and Philosopher 

Seminary of America in Now York, 
has become widely known for his 
books "Man is Not Alone," "The 
Earth is the Lord's," and others. 

Born in Warsaw, Dr. Heschel 
received his Ph.D. degree in Philo- 
sophy in Berlin. The successor to 
Martin Bubcr as director of the 
Central Organization for Jewish 
Adult Education at Frankfort. Dr. 
Heschcl went to London (1039), 
where he founded and directed 
the Institute for Jewish Learning 
in London, a university extension 
for leading scholars and exiles. 



"There is no difference between 
socialism and communism in tha 
economic classes," said Gui Caron, 
provincial leader of the LPP, in 
a speech given yesterday to the 
LPP Club. 

Mr. Caron, who visited the Soviet 
Union recently, continued to say, 
"The principles of both Socialism 
end Communism advocate the 
nationalization of Industry but 
under a socialist, system the 
workers are paid according. to thi 
work that they do whereas under 
communism the workers are paid 
according to their needs." 

Mr. Caron claimed, "The com- 
munist aim in Russia Ls to incrca.se 
production. The quality and In- 
terest in the Soviet laborer's work 
is due to increased standards of 
living and the worker* are always 
assured of a job or of a pension, if 
they have woked a required period, 
so that their security is insured." 
In speaking of Education In the

visors of the collective farms. Tha 
purpose of high wages ls to ovr- 
tome the difference between 
city and rural culture.

"The church in Russia is en- 
tirely independent of the State," 
said Mr. Caron, "they were liberated 
from Czarist control by the revolu- 
tion and there are 600 churches in 
Moscow alone, completely cconi- 
mically independent This has been 
achieved by the purchase of 
candles and donations of the ex- 
tremely devout people. The pat- 
riarch of the Russian Orthodox 
ectcd by Church dlg- 
artcs entirely without State in- 
terfe; 
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Time for Further Action 




Thè largest asîèmbly of student* in over 
a yèàr, approved Wednesday a plan for an 
exchange of visits between Soviet and Canad- 
ian students. This same plan was defeated at 
the annual conference of the National Fed- 
eration of Cnnadian University Students at 
its annual gathering in September. 

Although the proposal was preceded by a 
number of routine constitutional amendments, 
which were for the most part, passed mechan- 
ically, it should by no means be thought that 
this was also the case with the proposed Rus- 
sian exchange. On this motion there was much 
discussion, and thought some of it, particular- 
ly opposing speeches, tended .to obscure the 
real issues, it was evident that the assembly 
voted for the move on the basis of the princi- 
ples involved. McGill students, by their ac- 
tion, indicated their faith in one of the fun- 
damental and most important mainstays of 
democracy, free speech and thought without 
fear of intimidation. 

McGill delegates to the NFCUS confer- 
ence, as well as to the conference of the In- 
ternational Students Service, where the ques- 
tion also arose, were strong supporters of the 
plan. With the overwhelming display of sup- 
port just shown, McGill will now be able to 
play a leading role in asking lhat some similar 
action be taken at other universities. 

As mentioned here earlier this week, it is 
becoming increasingly evident that universities 
formerly opposed to the plan are now in fav- 
our. One of the reasons. for this change in 
heart, is the realization that no adequate ex- 
planation for the rejection of the plan at the 
NFCUS conference has been forthcoming. The 
issue at the NFCUS gathering was fear of a 
"Red" reputation, and this has obviously been 
rejected at a large number of campi. 

The leaders of NFCUS can no longer Act 
6n the -mandate given them by the confér- 
er clearly the situation has changed. To 
in an attitude of indifference now, is 
" the duties and responsibilities e.\- 



peeled of the leaders of Canadian students. . 
The next step is obvious ànd has in fact been 
presented to the President of NFCUS and to 
the Chairman of its International Activities 
.Commission. 

What McGill proposed is a national refer- 
endum of all member universities to ascertain 
what the exact present feeling is towards thé 
exchange. In this manner, the attitude of Cnn- 
adian students could be made public and, in 
all probability, such a referendum would in- 
dicate at least a majority of universities in 
favour of the plan. 

Although it may be too late to renew the 
invitation to the Soviet students, there is still 
time to indicate the Acceptance of the plan 
and thi6,will effectively serve to counter any 
adverse propaganda which may have arisen in 
the Eastern countries, as a result of the initial 
refusal,

Lockers for All Engineers 



Dear Sir, 

A situation which has caused considerable 
concern around the Engineering Building this 
fall has been the appalling shortage of lockers 
available for student use. A recent survey 
which I made showed that the 1,100 students 
in Engineering have only 600 lockers at their 
disposal. Also the faculty has given no as- 
surance of any additional lockers being in- 
stalled in the future, clue to financial reasons 
and lack of space. Nevertheless, I sec no rea- 
son why any student in the Faculty should not 
have access to n locker to store his overcoat, 
books, draughting equipment etc. And it is 
hardly fair for the students in first year who 
registered one week* ahead of upper classmen 
and those writing supplemental examinations 
and attending fall schools, to have first 
choice of locker space. 



With those two points in mind, I drew 
up a scheme for organized registration of 
lockers and presented it to the E.U.S. execu- 
tive, and the Faculty in the person of Dean 
O'Neill. The plan was approved by both, and 
so will go into effect next week with the idea 
that it will be followed in future years at the 
beginning of the term, and ensure that any 
student in the Faculty who requires locker 
space can secure it by simply registering his 
name. There is no doubt but what this scheme 
will cause mixed feelings of resentment and 
appreciation but on thinking it over carefully, 
it is n sound and just method of distribution— 
a result of numerous ideas and suggestions 
from undergraduates concerned.

To pick up the thread of the 
arjuraent In my article "Colletés 
Sabotaflnj Democracy?" which I 
left unfinished last Monday the. 
conclusion so far reached might be 
briefly reviewed. 

The question as to whether uni- 
versities as a group should be mor- 
ally obligated to conform to the 
principles of the society of which 
the university was a member was 
In the process of consideration, spe- 
cifically with respect to universities 
in a Christian, Democratic, Capit- 
alistic Society. It was rated that 
Buckley could not be. criticized on 
the score of demanding a con- 
forming of universities to cer- 
tain principles for any moral 
responsibility demands this con- 
form. The question is this: Is 
he justified in stating that Am- 
erican universities should follow 
the maxiums of the American so- 
ciety which harbours them. Is this 
American society perfect? 

In asking this question me must 
first examine whether the concepts 
of Christianity, Democracy, and 
Capitalism are consistent, one with 
the other. It Is certainly obvious 
that they are not dependent on each 
other. When Jesus said,. "Render un- 
to Caesar the things that are Caes- 
ar's and unto God the things that 



entity or 1051, Is meaningless. There 
Is a determlnacy In économie evol- 
ution which is largely beyond the 
control of man. A process Initiated 
cannot be cut short and hypostatls- 
ed. 1 Who can deny the trend to- 
wards greater and greater govern- 
ment control, larger and farther- 
reaching big business and the con- 
tinually Increasing denial of the 
"office boy to millionaire" fable. So 
If many universities feel that so- 
cialism Is Inevitable eventually, 
they can only be accused of belng 
progreaslve In teaching It One 
can't sabotage the 
pheaylng the future 
sent Is already dedlea 
future. 

CHRISTIANITY TODAY 
Consider Christianity. To the 
mass of people today, Christianity 
is nothing more than a dry cate- 
gory of moral maxims or else a 
vaguely comforting psychological 



feeling. Our God is not Christ but 
a worldly God, Capitalism, the ato- 
mic bomb, or worst of all, the great 
myth of modernism. Our God is 
not other-worldly but the essence 
of this worldman's achievements. 
Therefore If the universities preach 
no religion, or else atheism, Buck- 
ley can't complain. On his own 





tal to- the society wa live in Is that 
of freedom. Christianity may be 
completely rejected in the future 
because of Its lack of roots in the 
consciousness of the man. Capital- 
ism may be abandoned for Social- 
ism, Democracy may not work as 
It should through a lack of aware- 
ness and education, but we all cling 
to thé 'idea' of freedom. The realiz- 
ation of this freedom in the better 
shelter pattern of life, the growth 
of consciousness of the true nature 
of freedom, these are the basic 
problems we must confront. The 
true nature of freedom is perhaps 
the most urgent and complex prob- 
lem to ever confront humanity. 
It this concept be applied to a par 
tlcular case i.e. the freedom of 
universities to teach what they be 
lieve to be true, any answer given 
can only be partially correct. To 
be wholly correct, freedom must 
be known In Its entirety and man 
kind Is a long way separated from 
this desired knowledge. 

FREEDOM AND TRUTH 
Do universities have the right 
and moral responsibility to teach 
what they wish? The answer la no. 
Freedom must be dedicated towards' 
the truth. Do universities and] 
teaehera have a right to teach what 
they consider to be true? Yes. it 
is possible that they mignt. no I 
wrong. Granted. But, they still are 
morally obligated to teach what 
tbey consider to be the truth. 
They must be free to do so and 
Ihèy are . rënunciating their own 
freedom If they refuse. Faradoxlcal 
as It may sound, freedom Is more 
than the mere formal ability to 
choose. True freedom recesslUtes 
the putting Into practise of one's 
choice. Universities must be dedi- 
cated to the search for truth, the 
men In the universities must have 
the freedom to search for the truth 
and If they find what they believe 
to be the truth, they must teach 
the truth to others. So we can say 
that universities do have much re- 
sponsibility, they do have sonvic- 
tlons and they are bound to pass 
on these convictions to students 
for the student to reject or assimil- 
ate as he will. The universities 
of this continent should not be 
found to support Christianity or 
Democracy or any of the word con- 
cepts which are so slippery to 
apply In. practise. The spirit of in- 
quiry and search should never be 
killed. I might add that nothing

The Titan 

Life of Michaelangelo 



Last night at the Auditorium de 
Saint-Laurent, the Cine-Club pre- 
sented the Canadian premier of 
"The Titan." Among the disting- 
uished guests present at this open- 
ing night were Archbishop Léger 
and the Italian Consul. 

In this absorbing documentary of 
the life of Michelangelo, the camera 
skillfully traces his life through 
picturing the changing scenes in 
mediaeval Florence and Rome. The 
narrator, Frcdrlc March, ' deftly 
supplies the background drama of 
history; the fame of the Medicis, 
the worldly glories of the Renais- 
sance, the religious reaction of 
Savonarola, the whims 'of Pope 
Julius II, the excitement of the 
rediscovery of the ancient world. 
All. Is focused In the magnificent 
works of "Thé Titan." 

We see "The Bacchus," a sculp- 
ture of Michelangelo's youth, 
stone alive In the pagan Joys of 
that . sensuous age. We see his 
"David," a giant youth, revelling 
In the strength of his youth, his 
brow aflame with the desire to 
kill Goliath. In middle age, Mich- 
elangelo at the height of his 
powers, embraces Christianity 
and paints the Slstlne Chapel; 
the titanic story of the Creation 
on ten thousand square feet of 
celling and the damning accu- 




sation or psganltm, "The Lut 
Judgment" on the altar piece. 
And finally In his old age, Mich- 
elangelo creates figures of quiet- 
ude and resignation. The frenzy 
of life Is over. 

The camera docs a superb Job. 
It plays over the sculptures and 
paintings from every angle. Shades 
of- detail— a pair of hands or an 
anguished expression— are brought 
out. The overall grandeur leaps 
fiom the screen In a cunning 
arrayment of lights and shades. 
The spirit of the Renaissance is 
interpreted through the photo- 
graphy of Its enduring art. . 

The film is greatly enhanced by 
Its musical treatment. The sen- 
suality of 'The Bacchus' is felt 
tnrough flutes and violins and in 
the 'Last Judgment' the warning 
to men is inherent In the trumpets, 
Alois Melichar is to be congratu- 
lated for his score. Robert Fla- 
herty, as director, weaves his 
material into an integrated unity. 

Playing with "Thé Titan" are 
"The Third Man" and a short docu- 
mentary, "Matins De France." This 
program runs from the 8-11 Nov- 
ember.

are God's." he did not advocate 
Christianity as à derivative of the 
conception of free private enter- 
prise. Rather he rays the two oc-. 
cupy entirely diverse spheres. Eng- 
land, under a Labor Government, 
Er.jtland as a renunciator of Cap- 
italism*,. at least pat tidily, certainly, 
still claimed the right to vote and 
hence classified itself as a Democra- 
cy. The point is that all three con- 
cepts admit of such a tremendous 
.degree of personal interpretation, 
all three concepts are removed such 
an infinite degree from any clear 
boundaries or definitions which ap- 
ply rigidly to their practical appli- 
cations, that they can in no sense be 
considered static' and*certalnly very 
far from perfect. These proceeding 
remarks serve to point out th« 
very wide latitude of Interpretation 
open to universities even if they 
were morally obligated to follo'w 
these concepts. 

Which Capitalism 
Certainly Capitalism today is not 
Capitalism of fifty years ago nor 
will It be Capitalism (If it exists) 
fifty years In the future. Which 
Capitalism should the universities 
follow? Any concept has its roots 
in the past and its probablljlies In 



[grounds, they are. perfectly justifi- 
ed in doing so. He said that thé 
universities should preach Capital- 
ism because it is the here and now 
and the universities are part of 
this Capitalist society. But atheism 
or at least agnosticism is also the 
here and now — why shouldn't the 
universities teach it also? They 
certainly can't be condemned on 
Buckley's account for being neu- 
tral even. Our society derives its 
strength from a faith in certain 
things but it could hardly be con- 
tended that the object of this faith 
is Christianity. If universities have 
a strong conviction towards' Chris- 
tianity, it is rather contrary to the 
prevailing tendencies of our society 
than In agreement with them. 

We have so far been considering 
the moral obligation of universities 
towards the society they are a 
part of. By analogy, the same 
problems refer also to the relation- 
ship of the teachers in a university 
to the university itself. 

THE IDEA OF FREEDOM 

We still haven't got the best of 
the matter through. We believe 
that certain things endure and 
grow rather than merely change 
and the one. idea that is fundamen-

(Toronto— CUP)i-Studcnts at.tho 
University of Toronto arc still In 
the process of reaching a decision 
on whether or not they will ask 
the National Federation of Cana- 
dian University Students to recon- 
sider Its .stand on the proposed ex- 
change visit with Russian students. 

Varsity. student leaders have ask- 
ed each individual faculty and col- 
lege (there arc several colleges 
affiliated with the university) to 
poll their own students' and to 
report separate decisions back to 
a central committee. 

A meeting of the External Af- 
fairs Committee yesterday heard 
a motion proposed to "approve the 
principle of exchange visits bet- 
ween Canadian and Russian stud- 
ents." This motion was withdrawn 
after it was pointed out that the 
Committee, which regulates 
NFCUS and ISS affairs at Varsity, 
could not inflcnce the overall de- 
cision and that, all students had 
not yet Indicated their opinions on 
the matter. 

Varsity delegates who' attended 
then NFCUS Conference at Lon- 
don, Ont., voted with 11 other uni- 
versities against Denis Lazure's 
proposal to bring Russian students 
to Canada for a one-month visit 
and tour and to send Canadians 
to Russian on a similar basis. Re- 
turning to Toronto, they were chal- 
lenged to present to the campus 
their reasons for voting against 
the exchange, but refused to do so. 

At the same time, the External 
Affairs Committee approved à 
motion calling for each, of the 
faculty representatives on the Com- 
mittee to receive mandates from 
their separate student organiza- 



tions on whether the next NFCUS 
conference should extend ah in- 
vitation to Soviet students. 

Yesterday's EAC meeting criti- 
cized The Varsity, student news- 
paper at University of Toronto, for 
allegedly overplaying the exchange 
visit support motion which was 
presented. They pointed out that 
the meeting had no official status, 
but was called simply to keep 
faculty representatives informed of 
the latest developments in NFCUS 
and ISS affairs.

Meyer howled.
